After years of struggling with skate- 
boarding policy, a vote on Tuesday by 
the Long Beach City Council has now 
given Cal State Long Beach the author- 
ity to set its own skateboarding regula- 
tions rather than follow a city ordinance. 

A section of the Long Beach Munici- 
pal Code, a local statute that prohibited 
skateboarding on campus, was amend- 
ed to allow CSULB to set its own rules. 

Deputy City Manager Tom Modica 
said the council voted to “remove all 
restrictions in [the] municipal code” on 
skateboarding and to defer to CSULB 
“who has the authority to create their 
own regulations.” 

Mary Stephens, CSULB’s vice pres- 
ident of administration and finance, 
said that a tentative policy is being put 
together that would cap skateboarders 
at S mph and ban skateboarding in ar- 
eas with heavy foot traffic. 

Stephens said that campus po- 
lice officers have been asked not to 
ticket or cite anyone riding a skate- 
board unless they are being unsafe. 
“We really don’t want to cite our stu- 
dents,” she said. “We just want to be a 
safe campus for everybody.” 

Stephens said that the university 
views skateboards as a form sustain- 
able transportation, not as toys. 

“We recognize that skateboards are 
now a form of transportation,” Stephens 
said. “We want to include them into our 
campus in a way that is safe and so that 
everyone enjoys the campus.” 

Although skateboarding on campus 
will not violate a Long Beach City or- 
dinance, Stephens said that University 
Police can still cite students under Cal 
State University policy and regulations. 

Stephens said that the university is 
working with Associated Students Inc. 
and student groups to form a campus- 
wide skateboarding policy, which she 
says could go into effect on Jan. 1. 

Dean of Students Jeff Klaus said that 
he sent information about skateboard- 
ing on campus to City Council Mem- 
bers Gary DeLong and Long Beach 
Vice Mayor Robert Garcia, who then 
took over handling the issue.

STUDENTS TAKE 
BACK THE NIGHT

The voices and footsteps of more 
than 200 Cal State Long Beach par- 
ticipants could be heard thundering 
up and down Beach Drive as part 
of the Speak Out and Take Back the 
Night event yesterday. 

The three-part event, hosted by 
F.O.R:C.E., Project Safe, the Wom- 
en’s Resource Center and Associ- 
ated Students Inc., drew in the larg- 
est turnout the event has seen so far, 
according to Jay Jenkins, senior il- 
lustration major and a lead organizer 


of the event. 

The overall goal of the event was 
to speak out about issues of sexual 
and domestic violence in a public 
forum and to promote awareness of 
on-campus assaults as well as pro- 
vide victims with a safe platform 
to communicate their experiences, 
said Jenkins, who is also secretary 
of F.O.R.C.E. and ASI secretary for 
women’s affairs.

Campus police host active 
shooter demonstration 


The demonstration 
features steps on 
what to do in the 
case of an active 
shooter on campus.

Room 202 in the Vivian Engi- 
neering Center was on lockdown for 
10 minutes Wednesday as students 
barricaded the doors with belts and 
large desks. 

The students were participating in 
the “Active Shooter Classroom De- 
fense Exercise,” which featured four 
30-minute presentations on recent 
public shootings, steps on what to do 
when in an active shooter incident, 
a short video replicating a real-life 
scenario and an active shooter dem- 


onstration in the classroom. 

“Safety on campus is the entire 
community’s responsibility,’ said 
University Police Sgt. Keith Caires, 
the active shooter instructor who led 
the presentation. 

Caires said that Cal State Long 
Beach has the reputation of being 
one of the safest campuses in Cali- 
fornia and that the active shooter 
presentation should reinforce the 
positive reputation CSULB current- 
ly holds. 

There were roughly 40 attendees 
at each presentation, including stu- 
dents, staff and faculty. 

Mary Caputi, a political science 
professor, said she had her class at- 
tend the session to inform her fresh- 


men students on active shooter 
awareness and learn the skills for 
herself as a professor. 

“T wanted to learn for myself,” Ca- 
puti said. “We need a plan in place 
because sealing off the entire univer- 
sity is unrealistic.” 

A number of Caputi’s students 
said they thought the active shooter 
demonstration provided important 
information, as new students at 
CSULB may still have little knowl- 
edge of campus surroundings. 

“In a crisis situation, you get ner- 
vous and panic,” freshman Toria De- 
nofrio said. “The things I learn here 
will stay in the back of my mind, and 
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Affordable Care Act workshop to come to campus today

With enrollment open and the dead- 
line to purchase health insurance near- 
ing, an informational workshop will 
be hosted today to inform the campus 
community about the new healthcare 
law. 

Christina Duong, a Covered Califor- 
nia educator and Cal State Long Beach 
graduate student, said the workshop 
is designed for those who do not com- 
pletely understand the Affordable Care 
Act. 

“Everyone who is eligible will be re- 
quired to have health insurance by Jan. 
1,” Duong said. “If students are unin- 
sured, [and] if they know [others] who 
are currently uninsured, our workshop 
is a great place to get more informa- 
tion.” 

The workshop about the Affordable 
Care Act will be held in the Kinesiolo- 
gy building, Room 57 from 1:30 to 2:30 
p.m. The workshop is open to students 
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Covered California Town hall attendees were given literature about the Affordable Care Act at an 
open forum hosted by Covered California in The Pointe at the Walter Pyramid on Friday, Sept. 6. 


and faculty. 
According to Duong, 47 million 
Americans nationwide remain unin- 


sured, with 5.5 million of them being 
Californians. 
Duong said that Cal State University 


students can obtain additional assis- 
tance with the cost of an insurance plan 
from Covered California, the state’s 


new health insurance marketplace. 

“About 70 percent of CSU students 
would qualify,” she said. “With assis- 
tance from the government, students 
and families will finally have access to 
more affordable, quality health insur- 
ance through [Covered California].” 

According to Duong, information 
covered during the workshop will 
concern the Affordable Care Act and 
how students can enroll in the market- 
place. 

Additional activities at the work- 
shop will include a demonstration us- 
ing Covered California to compare and 
contrast state healthcare plans as well 
as a Q-and-A session to clarify unan- 
swered questions, according to Duong. 

The workshop was organized by the 
California Professional Student Health 
Alliance, a statewide, student-run or- 
ganization that advocates for acces- 
sible healthcare for all Californians, 
and CSU Health Insurance Education 
Project, a joint project between the CSU 
and Cal State Los Angeles that explains 
new health insurance laws to students, 
faculty and their families. 

“We want to make sure students 
in the CSU system are fully educated 
about [Covered California] in order to 
help them make the best informed de- 
cision for themselves and their loved 
ones,” she said.

included Assemblymember Bonnie 
Lowenthal (D-Long Beach) and Uni- 
versity Police Lt. Richard Goodwin. 

Participants then marched up and 
down Beach Drive, waving signs 
monogrammed with anti-violence 
slogans and chanting verses such 
as “We have the power, we have the 
right, the streets are ours, take back 
the night.” 

After the march, the event moved 
into the Soroptimist House, where 
the on-campus performance group 
interACT collaborated with audience 
members to demonstrate ways to 
avoid inappropriate pursuits. 

After the performance, the eve- 
ning took an intimate turn as the 
microphone was handed over to par- 
ticipants who voluntarily shared their 
personal experiences with sexual 
violence. 

Jenkins said this was an important 
aspect of the overall event as it al- 
lowed for “the public to hear directly 
and indirectly from victims of sexual 
assault and violence in a safe envi- 
ronment.” 

Many in attendance, such as Rosie 
Carr, professor of women’s studies, 
said they were moved and inspired 
by the candidness of the stories that 
were shared. 

“Events like this cultivate a space 
for us to address these issues because 
they aren’t going away,” Carr said. 


“The more advocacy there is, the 
more | have hope.” 

One of the most notable aspects of 
the evening was the number of men in 
attendance, Carr said, which she said 
she felt demonstrated an important ac- 
complishment of the event — raising 
awareness among all demographics. 

“Men are realizing it’s not just 
women, but that they too can be vic- 
tims, as well as play an active role in 
prevention [of sexual violence],” se- 
nior communications major Mariel 
Cabada said. 

Many of the participants of Speak 
Out and Take Back the Night, such as 
Marciel Cloutier, a senior construc- 
tion engineering management major, 
said they thought the experience was 
eye-opening. 

“This is an issue that is too preva- 
lent in today’s society, and since 
we’re a group of guys, maybe chang- 
ing that can start with us,” Cloutier 
said. 

The spread of such awareness and 
consciousness was the point of the 
event, according to Lauren McIntyre, 
president of F.O.R.C.E. and senior 
English major. 

“{The night] is about creating 
consciousness and providing a com- 
forting, welcoming environment 
where people will not be silenced or 
judged,” McIntyre said. 

According to Jenkins, another 
Speak Out and Take Back the Night 
event will be held in spring 2014 to 
help gain more awareness and sup- 
port for the cause. 
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the steps will keep me safe.” 

During the presentation, Caires 
enforced a three-option system to 
stay safe in the event of a crisis situa- 
tion: run, hide or fight. 

Run, he said, is an option for stu- 
dents who can easily and discreetly 
leave the hostile situation. Caires said 
this is an independent decision, and 
each individual cannot be account- 
able for others who may want to stay 
behind. 

Hide, the second option, refers to 
when one or more students are con- 
fined to a room with the active shoot- 
er nearby. 

Caires demonstrated a number 
of steps that people should follow 
if they are trapped and must hide

inside a room. The steps include 
turning off the light and sealing and 
barricading all doors and windows 
with large objects, such as desks. 
People in the room should then 
hold the desks up by propping their 
backs against the barricade, Caires 
said. 

The people trapped should also si- 
lence all phones and not call the po- 
lice unless it’s to offer a useful tip on 
the active shooter’s location, Caires 
said. 

The. last option Caires discussed, 
fight, can be used as a last measure for 
safety. He said that one should search 
his or her surroundings for objects 
that can be used as weapons, such as 
power cords, pepper spray, fire extin- 
guishers and electrical cords. 

In order to fight for survival, the 
individual or group must “combat 
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anxiety and commit to survival,” 
Caires said. 

Caires’ live demonstration also 
saw participants tilt tables over 
and barricade the door in a “T” 
formation so two desks were held 
against each other. Belts were tied 
around door handles and hinges in 
a strong knot, which would prevent 
an active shooter from entering the 
room. 

According to Caires, the active 
shooter would be aware of his or her 
short time limit until police arrive, 
so the shooter would not waste much 
time trying to open a door. 

“Be aware and be prepared,” 
Caires said.

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“We have very supportive council 
members, and they were more than 
willing to work with us and help us 
out,” Klaus said. 

James Johnson, 7th District council- 
man and CSULB College of Business 
Administration professor, said that 
CSULB is better suited to set on-campus 
skateboarding regulations than the city 
because it understands the issue better. 

“TCSULB] should make their rules 
because they know their campus more 
than we do as a city,” Johnson said. 
“We trust that [CSULB] will make the 
rules that they think, as administrators, 
will keep everyone safe on campus, 
including pedestrians, as well as skate- 
boarders.” 

Although skateboarding on campus 
has been illegal for years, the university 
has tried making changes to the policy 
so that students could use their skate- 
boards as transportation. 

“We'll see over time if [CSULB] can 
have skateboarding on campus in a way 
that’s safe and allows for the respect for 
all kinds of people,” Johnson said. 

If not, he said, CSULB can ban 
skateboarding on campus in the future. 
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Community college degree plan prompts many questions 


California community colleges 
may soon get the green light to offer 
four-year bachelor’s degrees, ac- 
cording to the Los Angeles Times. 

A 16-member board comprised 
of community college administra- 
tors, faculty and a college trustee 
is discussing whether the proposal 
is viable. 
Once the 
board is 
fin- 
ished, it will submit its findings to 
California Community Colleges 
Chancellor Brice Harris by the 
end of the year, according to the 
LA Times. 

If this happens, California would 
become the 22nd U.S. state to grant 
community colleges the ability to 
give four-year degrees, according to 
the LA Times. 

Not surprisingly, some have 
expressed opposition toward the 
preliminary plan. 

According to the LA Times, some 
critics have said the plan opposes 
the mission of the bedrock of higher 
education in California: the 1960 
Mission Plan for Higher Education. 

According to the University of 
California, Berkeley website, com- 
munity colleges were designed to 
prepare students to attend four-year 
universities. Providing bachelor’s 
and master’s degrees falls into the ju- 
risdiction of the Cal State University 
and University of California systems. 

While we understand the preliminary community college plan is 
in its infancy, we have some reservations. 

If the plan is passed, will tuition rates rise at community colleges 
that offer four-year degree programs? 

If the cost remains the same, students who want a more afford- 
able education will most likely attend a community college that of- 
fers their program at much lower price than a CSU or UC campus.

We also wonder what kind of four-year programs could be of- 
fered at the community college level. 

Offering four-year programs for impacted majors could help less- 
en overcrowding for similar programs on CSU and UC campuses. 

With this potential change, we are open to the possibility of al- 
lowing greater access to the options of higher education. 

After all, it’s clear the CSU and UC systems cannot adequately 
accommodate all Californians who want to earn four-year degrees. 


While we support the idea of community colleges helping reduce 
enrollment demands, though, we don’t think they should be ex- 
pected to provide most Californians with four year-degrees. 

That job should be left to the CSU and UC systems. 

Throughout the deliberation process, we hope the board will 
keep the interests of students in mind. 

After all, we’re the ones who will be affected by the board’s deci- 
sion. 


Hobby Lobby should be required to offer contraceptives to employees 


As the fight over the Affordable Care Act 
continues in Congress, Democrats and Repub- 
licans have kept arguing about small individual 
healthcare mandates such as making employers

The first portion of the line, “Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishment of re- 
ligion,” is the Establishment Clause of the First 


the healthcare mandate. 
The new healthcare reform provides exemp- 
tions for churches and purely religious employers. 
Hobby Lobby, however, serves a wide variety

prohibits employers from discriminating on 
the basis of race, religion, color, sex or national 
origin. 


provide contraceptives to their employees. 

Some religious Republicans argue that the 
healthcare contraceptive mandate deprives some 
businesses of their religious freedoms. 

Hobby Lobby is a noteworthy business fighting 
the healthcare contraceptive mandate. 

According to a ruling by the 10th Circuit Court 
of Appeals, Hobby Lobby will not be charged any 
fines for not providing contraceptives until its 
arguments are heard in court. 

Many of the arguments stem from the Free 
Exercise clause in the First Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution. 

The First Amendment reads, “Congress 
shall make no law respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
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Amendment. 

The Establishment Clause allows indi- 
viduals to practice any 
religion they desire, so 
long as their beliefs do 
not supersede or impose 
on the religious freedoms 
of others. 

The Treaty of Tripoli of 1797 further sup- 
ported the U.S. as a country maintaining a 
separation of church and state. 

The treaty said that “the Government of the 
United States of America is not, in any sense, 
founded on the Christian religion.” 

With respect to contraceptive coverage, this 
separation of church and state is maintained in 
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of customers from different faiths. 

It has much more public interest than a com- 
pany that prints religious 
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ployees may object to 
contraceptive coverage 
because of religious beliefs, but there is noth- 
ing in the healthcare mandate forcing them to 
accept the contraceptives. 

Hobby Lobby cannot religiously discriminate 
against its own employees who wish to have 
healthcare coverage. 

Healthcare coverage will be provided to mil- 
lions of other Americans under the Affordable 
Care Act. 
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Hobby Lobby does not fall under the “bona 
fide occupational qualifications” defense which 
exempts certain businesses from adhering to 
Title VII. 

Exempting Hobby Lobby from the healthcare 
mandate would ultimately discriminate against 
employees who do not share the same religious 
views as their company’s. 

If the Supreme Court hears the case and reach- 
es a decision on the matter in June 2014, it should 
rule in favor of the religious freedom of Hobby 
Lobby employees and uphold the healthcare man- 
date with regard to contraceptive coverage.

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Imaginative, dark films screen at the University Theatre 


“Cremaster 3” is the most recent 
of the five-film series and will be 
screened this Saturday.

The Queen of Chain sits atop her dais on a golden 
balcony at the helm of a velvet theater auditorium, with 
her doll-like ushers at each side, and watches as her 
Diva, decked in Shakespearian peach garb, twists him- 
self up a vine to her balcony. 

Meanwhile, the Queen’s Giant, a centaur-like being 
with a crown of bubbles, submerses his lower half into 
pearl-covered pool. These are just a few of the inimi- 
table characters featured in a rare five-part film series 
that has brought students and staff to the Cal State Long 
Beach campus for screenings in the University Theatre 
every Saturday evening for the month of October. 

According to the Film and Electronic Arts Depart- 
ment Chair Jerry Mosher, the Cremaster Cycle, an ab- 
stract collection of films and art pieces by Matthew 
Barney, is being shown in conjunction with the cur- 
rent exhibit at the University Art Museum — “Gabe 
Bartalos: Abhorrence and Obsession.” 

The exhibit features several of Bartalos’ highly 
detailed, full-prosthetic character creations that were 
also used in the films. Some of the characters include 
the Queen’s Diva and Giant, as well as other mon- 
strous beings such as the Entered Apprentice, which 
has a head of organ-like confetti and a gaping, blood- 
ied mouth stuffed with an enormous funnel. 

“We thought that screening the series was essential 
to showcase how [Bartalos’] work appears on film and 
contributes to Barney’s cinematic vision,” Mosher said. 

The film project, coupled with Barney’s sculptures 
and drawings, took eight years to create, beginning in

1997 and culminating with an exhibit at the Solomon 
R. Guggenheim Museum in New York City in 2002, 
according to the event’s press release. 

Between Bartalos’ intricate craftsmanship and 
Barney’s cinematic eccentricity, the Cremaster Cycle 
series captivates viewers with interpretative art on 
film. Through unique and graphic representations, the 
conceptual series delivers a visual spectacle coupled 


with music and architecture, as well as minimalist di- 
alogue. Scenes vary from being as seemingly norma- 
tive as a gas station in Utah to as bizarre as an ornate 
pool within another dimension. 

“As abstract as the narrative may seem, to [Barney] 
it makes perfect sense,” Bartalos said of his experi- 
ence working with filmmaker. The Cremaster series is 
a vision combining biology with mythology and fine 
art, deriving its name from the anatomical cremaster 
muscle that is used to lower and raise the testes. The 
film series is a metaphysical representation of the for- 
mation of this muscle throughout the embryonic pro- 
cess, although viewers’ interpretations tend to vary. 

“The films are really visually striking and bizarre,” 
senior film major Tim Kranyak said, “I think there is 
a lot of exploration about gender issues.” 

The Cremaster Cycle is a special film project because 
of its non-traditional and existential approach, according 
to Mosher, who said the films “offer a way of thinking 


_ about how film can communicate ideas that are more as- 


sociative or symbolic rather than story driven.” 

Mosher said the series is not available for purchase 
and is rarely screened in the United States. He added that 
many students are relishing the chance to experience the 
Cremaster art, both through the screening of Barney’s 
films as well as the display of Bartalos’ creations. 

“Our school has never really [shown] anything this 
non-linear and experimental,” Kai MacKnight, a se- 
nior film major, said. “Events like these help us appre- 
ciate the more abstract quality of the [media] and leave 
the meanings open to interpretation.” 

The imaginative and dark quality of The Cremas- 
ter Cycle, including Bartalos’ contributions in creat- 
ing Barney’s otherworldly characters, seem to evoke 
deeper responses in viewers. 

The Cremaster Cycle challenges our assumptions 
about what film and art should be, and to me, that’s 
what education is all about,” Mosher said. 

The final screening of “Cremaster 3” will be this 
Saturday, October 19 at 7:30 p.m. in the University 
Theatre.

After a week-long hiatus, the Long 
Beach State women’s soccer team will 
resume conference play this weekend 
beginning with its shortest road trip of 
the season at UC Irvine before return- 
ing home to host Hawaii. 

The 49ers (7-5-1, 1-l-1 Big West) 
haven’t played since they tied UC Da- 
vis last Thursday, their longest inactive 
stretch all season. The ‘Niners will be 
on extra rest when they take a short trip 
to Anteater Stadium on Thursday eve- 
ning to face conference rival and first- 
place UC Irvine (8-5-0, 3-1-0). 

The Anteaters are looking to extend a 
three-game winning streak and defend 
its spot atop the Big West Conference 
with nine points, which they currently 
share with Cal Poly and UC Riverside. 

“It’s a big match, for sure,’ head 
coach Mauricio Ingrassia said. “At 
this point you don’t look at the table in 
terms of points. You look at it in terms 
of losses and ties.” 

Big West teams have fared pretty 
evenly against each other since confer- 
ence play began two weeks ago. Three 
teams share the first place spot while the 
next-best three have each won as many 
conference games as they have lost. 

The ‘Niners will first be up against 
an Anteaters team that has beaten them 
in 11 of their last 17 meetings. Each of

the past 10 matches have been decided 
by a shutout. 

Hawaii (6-7, 1-3 Big West) currently 
sits in seventh place in the conference 
but is led by forward Tiana Fujimoto, 
who has scored the second-most goals 
in the Big West with eight. 

“Irvine is physical and a good team 
that’s solid on the bail,” Ingrassia said. 
“Hawaii has a lot of energy and a lot of 
good individual play.” 

LBSU’s most recent wins have come 
by way of defense more than offense. 
Aside from beating UC Santa Barbara 
on Oct. 6 with two goals, the 49ers’ of- 
fense has managed only three goals in 
five matches over the last four weeks. 

The Beach is having no problem 


compiling its share of shots, having at- 
tempted 17 shots against UC Davis in 
the 1-1 draw last Thursday. But Ingras- 
sia acknowledged that his team has sev- 
eral things to work on in order to manu- 
facture more goals. 

“We need to settle into the game as 
quickly as possible and then go from 
there,” Ingrassia said, “and string some 
passes together so that we can get into 
the flow of the game, and also take care 
of set pieces.” 

Thursday’s match at UC Irvine will 
start at 7 p.m. and will be the first of 
LBSU’s Black and Blue rivalry series 
with the Anteaters.

After splitting two games on the 
road last week, the Long Beach State 
women’s volleyball team will come 
back to the Walter Pyramid this 
weekend to host Cal State Fullerton 
and UC Riverside. 

Head coach Brian Gimmillaro said 
he is trying to focus his attention on 
improving his team instead of con- 
centrating on opponents. 

“Tt doesn’t matter who’s on the 
other side [of the net] if we are well- 
prepared,’ Gimmillaro said. “We 
know the tendencies of other teams, 
but it is all about whether we can ex- 
ecute or not.” 

Although he is focused on his own 
team, Gimmillaro said that CSUF 
and UCR are both athletic and well- 
coached teams. 

“[UCR] is a new team and try- 
ing to put to it together, but you’d be 
surprised at their athletic ability,” he 
said. “[CSUF] is skilled and expe- 
rienced, and is big in the positions 
where they need to be big in.” 

The 49ers (9-9, 2-3 Big West Con- 
ference) are still struggling with hav- 
ing Haleigh Hampton and Delainey 
Aigner-Swesey excluded from prac- 
tice because of injury. Gimmillaro 
said the two are expected to play in 
this weekend’s games, though. 

Bre Mackie, who has been ham- 
pered by an ankle injury, has been 
able to practice and will also play. 

CSUF (9-7, Big West 2-2) has com- 
piled a record that almost mirrors the 
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Delainey Aigner-Swesey (16) is 
one of several key 49er players 
who have been hurt this year. 


49ers’. The Titans are led defensively 
by Holland Crenshaw and Leah Best. 
Crenshaw has 45 blocks, and Best 
has a team-leading nine solo blocks. 
McKenna Painton leads the Titans 
in digs while Alyse Hensley leads in 
kills. 

UCR (1-15, Big West 0-4) has had 
a rough start to conference play. It 
has won only one set in four matches, 
a 25-18 win in set two against UC 
Davis. 

The Highlanders are led by Cristi- 
na Maietta in kills (144), Tyler Dors- 
ey in blocks (35) and Maddie Hubbell 
in digs (209). 

The 49ers will host CSUF this 
Friday and UCR on Saturday. Both 
matches will start at 7 p.m. at the 
Walter Pyramid. 
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
